Applicants have amended claim 21 to further limit the porous support being 

treated with inert material in an amount of less than or equal to the pore volume of the 
porous support. Such a limitation is not taught or suggested in Brant et al. (WO 
96/34020) cited the rejections under 35 USC 103(a) of the previous Office Action; 
therefore, the rejections of the record are withdrawn and the instant pending claims are 
now in the condition for allowance.
